For a number of members our holiday present was to have Crozet Island FT8WW acti- 
vated providing a chance for an ATNO. (Yes | did work FT8WW) Theirry is only using 
FT8 at present and there has been some confusion related how to set your time slot (odd or even) in the 
WSUT software, so you transmit in the right period. | have copied the main screen that you use for oper- 
ating. Note if you answer a person calling CQ by double clicking on the station, WSJT automatically se- 
lects the correct timeslot. More than likely for FT8WW, you will just want to call him. In the display be- 
low the last digit in the timestamp tells you what the station is transmitting. So, in the case below the 0 
means the station is using even slots. To make it easier to remember if the Timestamp is 0 do not check 
the Tx even box. If on the other hand the timestamp ends in a 5 the station is using odd slots and you 
should check the box. Using the wrong timeslot means you are transmitting when the station is so you 
can interfere and never connect.

Comoros 


Comoros Islands are located in the Indian Ocean, specifically, The 
Mozambique Channel in southeastern Africa. It consisted of four 
major islands, Grand Comore, Anjouan, Moheli, and Mayotte plus 
numerous small ones. The largest city was Moroni located on the 
Island formerly known as Cumorah, both are interesting names for 
those who study uniquely American religions, hills and angels. It 
became a part of the French colonial empire in the 1800s and on 
July 6. 1975 gained independence by referendum with the excep- 
tion of Mayotte which chose to remain under French control. There 
are three prevalent languages spoken in the region, French, Ara- 
bic, and Chi Comori. The principle religion is Sunni Islam and the 
Island nation is the only Islamic country wholly contained in the 
Southern Hemisphere. 


The earliest known inhabitants migrated from Southeast Asia by 
boat and inhabited the islands before 800 AD. There were many 
subsequent migrations from Eastern Africa. During the peak of the 
Islamic Empire many Arabs travelled to set up trade with neighbor- 
ing Madagascar. Many residents today have a genealogy that goes 
back to the Arabian Peninsula. The islands were acquired by vari- 
ous Islamic leaders and was a source for the slave trade until France intervened. 


After Comoros gained independence there were several coups including two instigated by a former 
French Intelligence officer. He succeeded in the first coup where the president, a man named Soilih, was 
captured and executed. The former president, Abdallah, was reinstated and ran an authoritarian regime 
that served South African, Rhodesian, and French interest. In particular, the French Intelligence officer 
established a mercenary army that quelled disturbances in Comoros, and South Africa. This president’s 
end was the direct result of his attempt to disarm the military. An antitank missile was shot into his bed- 
room... by accident. The intelligence officer was exfiltrated to South Africa. Later he instigated a second 
coup against the wishes of France. He was captured by French paratroopers. The French then did install 
their own president ... by election. The islands remains politically unstable with more than 20 coups since 
independence. Today the majority party, The Convention for the Renewal of the Comoros, seems to now 
have fair control over the country. 
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Amateur Radio Operations 


There were several operations from Comoros. Many resided there for some time and some were DXpedi- 
tioners including Gus Browning, W4BPD. Only 3 stations where active from Comoros between 1955 - 
1965.

Approximately 40 special event 
stations will be active worldwide from 00:00Z on January 1 through 23:59Z on January 31, 2023. Most will use the “WRTC” 
suffix (e.g., E2WRTC from Thailand or LZOWRTC from Bulgaria); we in the USA will be using the ten 1x1 callsigns NOW 
through NOW. The Italians are offering lots of awards to stations working the Special Event callsigns, so the pileups should be 
large!

The callsign N6W has been reserved for stations operating from within the WRTC’s “NAQ” selection area. NAQ is that part of 
North America comprised of the states of CA, AZ, NV and UT. Activity will be on CW and SSB on the 80m, 40m, 20m, 15m 
and 10m bands. These are the same modes/bands which the WRTC teams will use during the actual competition in July. 


The more stations we can get on the air in January using N6W the better, so if you'd like to join in the fun and experience the 
pileups, please sign up as an operator yourself and also pass along this invitation to your friends and clubs located within the 
NAQ area. All one needs to do to sign up is send an email to w6oat@sbcglobal.net saying you’d like to be an N6W operator 
and include an email address to which | can send you additional information.

For the QSOs you make as N6W, that means you'll need to have an active internet connection, usually be running the N1MM 
logging program, and have a valid email address listed on your QRZ.com web page. I'll send all the details about how this 
works to everyone who signs up to be an operator. What this means, though, is all you'll have to do is concentrate on making 
QSOs. You will not need to worry about QSLing for any of the contacts you make or even fooling with logs after you end your 
operating session.

4/4 404G Yagis at 75/154 

3 JK Big-Tri Tribanders at 46/92/138 

The top 40 and top Tribander are on rotating rings 

Array Solutions switching. Professional grounding and cable runs (K7PN commercial standards.) 

Three 3" and one 4" conduit. Two 1-5/8 Heliax for 6m and triband stack. One 7/8 heliax for top tribander. Three 1/2 heliax for top 40m, 40m stack, and 80m dipole. Additional control lines and 
CAT6. 


Tower 2: 

US Tower HDX-689 with 24" 3" Mast 

MonstIR 10-40 at 90' | have the parts for the 80m dipole abomination, but it is just as bad on 80 as it is on 6, so that's not a selling point. 

EAntennas 7L 6m LFA at about 100'. This thing kills and | won it at Visalia which makes every new DXCC on 6 that much sweeter. 

Optibeam 2L 80 at about 105' This performs well even at this height and has the added flexibility to be lowered on the crankup for domestic contests. 

Re-cabled by Nyland in 2018 

One 4" conduit from Shack to tower base. One 4" conduit with 2 7/8 heliax runs for 6m and tribander and 1/2 heliax for 80m. 2 Belden 1077A for control, stackmatches, preamps, etc. 


Tower 3: 

US Tower HDX-589 

No antennas. Meant to be the VHF tower. Rotator plate drilled for T2X. 

One 4" Conduit and Two 3" conduits. Two 7/8 Heliax, Two LMR-1200, and One 1-5/8 Heliax run plus THHN for Elevation rotor power and 2 Belden 1077A runs for control and relays, etc. 
South Pasture: 


One 3" conduit run for 80 and 160 TX 4SQ in the South ~6 acre pasture. Four LMR 400 runs and some RG6 for RX antennas and control and CAT6 cable. The lot is 400' x 1000' more or less, 
so | figure there is plenty of room for RX antennas and the TX 4SQ to have separation there. 


K7NV Prop pitches for the towers and rotating rings.
